A Royal Navy sloop escorted o British commer- 
cial steamer into Tangku, nearest port to 
Tientsin, carly ‘this month, and kopt vigil- 
ance till the vessel cleared port a few days 


later. + 


This was revealed by officers of the Norwegian 
steamer Germa, which arrived here yester- 
day from Toku Bar with 2,000 tons of North 
China products and nine Tientsin passengers 
after successfully running the Nationalist 


blockade. 


Both British craft could not 
be specifically identified. It 
may be recalled, however, that 
the Butterficld and Swire 
steamer Hanyang reached the 
Communist port on July 1 and 
left on the third day. 

The Germa, which left the 
Colony fc; Kobe on May 11 with 
5.800 tons cf general cargo fervted

In Tenancy Case 


An appeal by the landlords of No. 51 Kimberley 
Road against the decision of a Tenancy Tri- 
bunal which declined to evict one of two 
tenants from the promises, was allowed by 


Mr. Justice Scholes 
yesterday. 


The appellant, who was the 
applicant landlord at the ten- 
ancy | proceedings, — was Seu 
Kon-chi, and the respondent. 
the second opponent, was L. 
: sspecker, who accupied

T applicant sought an order 
before the ‘Tribunal far the evic- 
tion of = the first) and second 
epponents for a breach Of see- 
tion 18 ¢d) and/er section 20 ot 
the Landlord und Tenant Ordin- 
ance ]&47. : | 

The Tribunal granted the’ ap- 
plication in respect of the first 
opponent under section 18 (d) 
but declined to do so aginst 
second opponent under either 
section 18(d) or section 20. 

The appeal was on the grounds 
that the deciston of thé ‘Tribunal 
as regards the sccund opponent 
was wrong in’ law and ngainst 
the weight of evidence, ond also 
that the magistrate was wrong 17 
law in finding that section 20 had 
no .ppplicution to the case. 

The Court was asked to decide. 
on the hearing of the appeal. 
whether or not the tenancy of the 
first opponent after November 
1948 remained a monthly tenant, 
or whether a new tenancy agrec- 
ment had been entered into be- 
tween the first opponent and the 
landlord whereby a lease for a 
set-tenn.of nine months starting 
from December 1, 1048, had beet 
‘granted by the landlord to the 
first opponent. : 

It was not“denled by ejther 
side that Hf the former wus the 
correct view, section 20 would

tion order should be made, 

Lotter To Landlord 

The fncts of the case were that 
the first opponent, F. Tichopad, 
who had occupied the preimises 
for some years, and was there- 
fore a protected tenant, was going 
away for .s few months In No- 
vember, 1948, and he wrote the 
following letter -to the landlord, 
Scu-Kon-chl; on the eve of :his 
departure:

Bn ong but me could do any- 
thing with him,” says Foster, “but 
i won several races on him, He 
was a highesplrited little fcllow 
but no one else seemed to under- 
stund hitn. I would Iet him kick, 
and when he had had his fling I 
talked to him and he would be- 
come so docile I could do anything 
with him. 

“Only once did he give me trou- 
ble, and that was before a race at 
Sandown Park In which he was 
to be ridden by the Duke of Wind- 
sor, the Prince of Wales. 

“But Phaco didn’t apprectate the 

honour, He kicked and reared 50 
much I thought I should never 
‘quicten him. Eventually I gave 
up trying, ond instend spent all 
my elforts hanging on to the 
Prince's left leg to keep him in 
the saddle, 

“For several minutes we.went 
around like that, wlth Phaco rear- 
ing and prancing, and me hanging 
on to anchor the Prince, He 
didn’t win the race, but at least 
he didn’t come off—and that was 
quite a feat on Phaco that day.” 


‘Trier’ Fell Dead. . 


Another horse Foster Iikect was 
the gallant White Park. "I rode 
him Jn the Grand National once, 
in Sprig’s year, 1927," said Fos- 
ter. “He came down—at the last 
ditch first thine round I think it 
was—but let me remount him and 
then went flying away over the 
fences. I couldn't pull him up 
until he had caught the leaders at 
the end, but we just missed a 
place.” 

The effort was typical of bath 
horse and rider, Later, White 
Park dropped dead 60 yards after 
clearing the last fence in a race 
at Birmingham. Not untill then’ 
did Foster discover that this horse, 
ane of the most genuine triers of 
the day, had only one lung. 

As the memories came flooding 
tack, Foster shed the years and 
became in imagination once again 
the young man riding the horses:

Goes By Boat 


Seria 1s Just a “back o° beyond” 
spot on the map in the native 
State of Brunol, off the junglo 
const of Brit!sh Borneo, No rail- 
rood runs thero; no afreraft can 
lond, ond ff you want to reach [t 
you must travel by boat. 

But a few months ago it took 
the Iead from Trinldad as the 
most important oil-producing 
area. in the British Common. 
wealth, and in the past three 
years production has risen from 
nothing to a rate of 3,000,000 
metric tons d year. 

It is now operating at an an. 
nual rate of 3,500,000 tons, 

Experts tcll me that Seria 
probably has the finest future of 
any off fed jn the world: “Just 
wait,” they say. “until we really 
get cracking below the bed of the 
China Sea, There's certainty oil 
beiow them thar waves.”

What happens there 
today {fs of vital importance in 
the World Battle for Oil. 

In the entire Far Eastern area

{n any quantities. Nearest alter- 
native sources of ‘supply are the 
United States and the Middle 

ast, 


U.S. Needs All 


Today the United States cannot 
spare the shipments she used to 
make ta the Far Enst before the 
war and the output of the Middle 
East i9 urgently required in West- 
em Europe, 

So, with all hands stretched 
engerly out for oll, the spotlight 
turns on faraway Sorla, and al- 
most every aircraft that leaves 
Britain for the Far East. carries 
men with arms pricked Ilke pin- 
cushions with Inoculation “shots,” 
who will spend the next few 
years of thelr lives In this under- 
the-sea search for oll. 

OMcial figures teil of the great 
Job done by Britain's oll men in 
Borneo ‘since thy Japanese sur- 
render, : :

The present Quartering 
Authority has come in fer 
undiluted criticism. In this 
context we may be accused 
of permitting sniping at a 
public department which can- 
not answer back, but the 
comment would be far from 
the mark. The officer in 
charde is certainly not at 
liberty to reply in scathing 
terms by return of post, but 
nothing stops him from draft- 
ing a full explanation of the 
official position, and having 
it approved by his superiors. 
Or the Public Relations Of- 
fice could be asked to take 
the matter up, and make a 
‘full statement to the Press. 

That this has not been done 
is significant. Our own feel- 
ing is that the criticism 1s 
justified. The story of the 
semi-control of hotel rates 
typifies one of the least pleas- 
ing aspects of Hong Kong, 
and has resulted, as might 
have been expected, in the 
extreme’ but unpublicised 
gratification of owners and 
the dissatisfaction of re- 
sidents. - 

It is perhaps typical ot 
local apathy that the asso- 
ciation formed to protect the 
interests of those obliged to 
live in ‘hotels because of the 
housing shortage should so 
soon have fallen into disuse.

Though Russia Is remote from 
Greece, It was behind the Iron 
Curtain . that. the attacks upon 
that country by Greek Commun- 
Ists have been: prepared. Con- 
tinual conflich between East and 
West in Germany is the most 
vonspicuous example of the unrest 
inseparable from close contact 
with Russia.

Two Brabazons are being bullt, 
the Mark I with elght Centaurus 
piston engines, the Mark IL with 
Proteus gas turbines driving sie- 
screws, Owing to the use In the 
United States af the short ton 
there has been some misunder- 
standing about the all-up weight 
of Brabnazon.

The dragon-headed Hugin, 
which ‘is 80 feet long, nearly 40 
fect nigh and iweighs more than 
4 tens, will sail from Esbjerg 
on July 18 in ao repetition of the 
Viking invasion by Hengist and 
Horsa 1,500 years ago, 

The ship Is named after one of 
the two ravens which, taccording 
to legend, necompanied the Norse 
god Odin.
